To the Lain Rev. W. S. VanClevc, al Marsh 


Creek Church. 


Memorial services to the late Eev, W. 


S. VauCleve, pastor of Lower Marsh 
Creek and Upper Ouuowago ljresby terian 
congregations, were held on the 9ih iust. 
in the Ur&t mentioned church. The ser- 
mon was delivered by Rev. Dr. J. A.

Uis ministry reaches over 32 years. 


That WHS a long time to hold the reopect, 
tut) confidence and love ot a cougtec;a- 
tioti. He did this indeed, succeeding 
where many a minister has tailed. " We 
aie stewaids," tiays LJaul, and it is re- 
quired m stewards to be a man touiid 
icuthlul, Such was he. 


We took him lor "a mail of God," 


couseci'dted, devout, unseluMi, seeking 
not his own, seli.denying, ready for any 
good work, it may indeed be said oi 
mm that lie never spared himself. His 
charge was not an easy one, and to meet 
his appointments, whatever the severity 
ot the weather, indeed meant much. 
Yet he did, with woudrous regularity, 
meet them. The sick had his sympathy 
and care, and the children aa well, lie 
was uisiaut m season, keeping tue chuich 
well m hand, aiming at the best and 
highest and couotautly endeavoring to 
meet the Master's expectation of mm. 
There was nothing in our brother of selt- 
assertioii or seli-piomotiou, as m many.

"squelched" the third-term movement 
which bunator Depew, of New York, 
started recently. 


Senator JJepew's advocacy of a third 


term for 1'ieeident McKinley was not 
received with favor even by his own 
parly. 
Influential Republican news- 


papers curtly informed him that he was 
'•talking nonsense," nevertheless he re- 
turned to thr- charge, so to speak, and in 
an interview printed in the N'cw York 


'jrlil asserted that the"uuwritten law" 


of the Uepubhc would ba no bar to Mr. 
McKinley's election for a third term, if 
the President desiied an honor never 
accorded to any of his predecessors. 


Fortunately Mr. Depew's theories will 


not be given a practical test. Mr. Hc- 
Kmley's declination of the honor has 
knocked the New York Senator out of 
court. Still, his views are not without 
interest, although the question of a third 
term, since the President's refusal to 
accept one, is once more an academic 
question and 
out of the sphere of 


practical politics. If Mr. KcKinley had 
been willing to accept a third nomination 
the movement inaugurated by Senator 
Depew would have had tha advantage in 
some respecls of auspicious conditions. 
In the past three >e!irs the country has 
seen its''written law''made to justify 
politics which seemed absolutely incon- 
sistent with the theories of generations 
of statesmen, including probably the 
junior New York Senator up to live 
years ago.

TO PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 
The debauch ot political speculation 


that has shamed Pennsylvania is but a 
natural development, ot the political 
methods long e&Lablished iu this rftate. 
The men high in station who have em- 
ployed their power tor thou own aggran- 
dizement have never proteused to helieve 
that oflieial power had any higher uiui 
than this, or that the ordinary laws of 
morality or honor applied to the olliciai 
conduct ot those m public lile. 1'et, 
knowing this, the people of Teuusylvauia 
have allowed these men to make thetn- 
selveb absolute masters ol' the Common- 
Wealth. 


The conspiracy to monopolize the con- 


trol ot railway trancaiaes is a sequel to 
the successful conspiracy to monopolize 
political power, and one of. its purposes 
wits to reicnourae the extraordinary ex- 
penditures requited to efi'ect this end. 
When the .Legislature met Jt was admit- 
ted tliut a indjonty ol the memhers had 
been elected with the understanding or 
pledge that they would oppose Mr. Quay's 
return to the United Suites Seriatu. The 
first contest was in the orgduizutiou ot 
the two houses, and it wus soon apparent 
that a auilicieut number of! the opposition 
had been corrupted to hetiay their con- 
stituents and secure tue organization to 
the machine. That accomplished, not 
only was Mr. Quay's election brought 
about, but wmuever inuaauies the ma- 
chine had determined upon, to fasten its 
control upon the political agencies of the 
State, weie earned through, in utter con- 
tempt of public opinion 01 ot public de- 
cency. The government of Philadelphia 
heing already m harmonious relations 
with the State organization, the absolute 
control 01 the cities oi the si'cund class 
wai put into the hands of the Goveinor, 
aud the mastery of the machine which 
Mr. Quay directs was thus made com- 
plete. The same methods of. leKitlation 
hy which this was accomplished were 
then easily applied to measures that 
would give the same men control of 
profitable rights and franchises, whereby 
they could not only punish those who 
had opposed them, but turn their invest- 
ment in corruption and iruud In financial 
profit. 


Now all this has been done in the name 


of the Republican party, and the honest; 
and patriotic Republicans of; Pennsyl- 
vania, who constitute the great body oi! 


that party, and are a majority of all the 
voters of the blate, must contemplate 
very seriously this selfish prostitution of 
the power that these men exercise in tiit-ir 
name. That the plot against law and 
liberty has been earned through by the 
sordid treachery of some so-called Demo- 
crats does not aHer the situation, except 
to enforce the itniversal truth that mere 
party name is no substitute for lumest 
character. 
There have been in the Leg- 


islature a sincere minority of Democrats 
and Independent Republicans who could 
not bepurchased,intirnidated norcnj< led 
into a betrayal ol their constituents: but 
they were relatively few. PbunuyHania 
is overwhelmingly a Republican .State, 
and under the present unequal apportion- 
ment it is almost rtnposoible that the 
Legislature shall not be overwhelmingly 
Republican as well, if the people cling to 
their party alllgnmeut. 


This, then, is thu fact to be urged upon 


the popular attention, tuat if Pennsyl- 
vania is not to be left in the grasp of 
men whose insolent abuse of power has 
demonstrated their unworthiness of any 
trust, redemption must be wrought by 
an aroused sentiment iu the paity which 
these men profess to lead, arid which they 
now control for their own sordid pur- 
poses. Is this too much to ask of Penn- 
sylvania Republicans?—Phila.

IIAT DOES ii newspaper man 
mean when he says that a cer- 
tain article m the newspaper is 
'leaded?' " inquired a friend of 


one of the Washington correspondents 
the other day. 


The newspaper man explained about 


the "leads," or strips of typs metal, that 
are placed between the lines of type of 
an article of such impoitance that it is 
desirable to have It "stand out" more 
piominently than tbe closely-printed ar- 
ticles of an ordinary news character, 
aad then he continued: 


"I don't wonder that you aak that 


ijuefclion about 'leading.' I didu't kuow 
anything whatever about it when 1 ap- 
plied for my first job m a newspaper of- 
fice. 
I was a pretty young chap then, 


aud I had the journalistic bug. I went 
to (Jnicago from a small town in Illinois, 
provided with a letter from one of the 
big men of the state to the editor of a 
Xreat Chicago daily, I kuew how to 
write fairly well, but I'd never had a 
day's experience in a newspaper office. 
I was, therefore, prepared to stait in in 
a pretty humble way and to make the 
atab at climbing in the newspaper busi- 
ness. The best 1 looked for—for I was 
very little more than S3 years old—was 
a billet atabyut five dollars a wefk in a 
newspaper odice. and a chance to dog- 
rob around and see what tiie other fel- 
lows were doing, 


"I presented my letter to the famous 


editor of the Chicago newspaper, and he 
looked me over with a not very ap- 
proving eye.

It ia a 
superb language to use when one is driv- 
ing bullocks or blacks ; the first sentence 
seems to roll oil the lips like a maledic- 
tion, and the second chops oil short like 
the bark of a toy terrier. 1 should aak 
for no liner form of speech on earth it I 
wanted to curse my enemy, but how on 
earth they manage to make love with it 
passes 
my comprehension, 
btill, I 


thought U might come iu h.mdy it only 
to frighten Australian horses with, and 
kept constantly oil the lookout lor a 
chance to learn, and verily my chance 
came to me in due season. I didn't 
learn thedialect, butl learned something 
else which may prove equally usetul m 
later life. We had pilchtd eimu for a 
week, in order to allow the ever-dallying 
provision convoys to catch up to us ; so, 
obtaining permission from headquarters, 
I saddled up and rode out to do n little 
scouting on my own account. 
For I 


have long since learned that it's no use 
hanging around camp if you wbnl to 
know anything about the real Ufe of the 
folk who dwell in the land. About aix 
miles irom our lines I ran against, a 
dainty little farmhouse 
cuddled up 


against the slope of a shrub-covered kopje 
On one side of the dwelling a trellis work 
of vines broke the wind and on the other 
a long double row of orange trees beau- 
tified the scene. Tall, graceful poplar 
trees whispered in the wind at both front 
and rear, while a yretty llower garden, 
fragrant with flowers, spread far away la 
front of the substantial dwelling. 1 was 
admiring these things from my horse's 
back when it suddenly dawned upon me 
that I had possibly played the imbecile 
in straying so far from camp. 
But it 


was too late to hang back. If the farm - 
er folk were friendly I was in luck, for 
the inside of such a dwelling could not 
be ill supplied with creature comforts. 
If, however, they were hostile, I was at 
their mercy. I had no desire to match 
my pony's pace against the lllght of a 
Mauser bullet, so, humming a song and 
thinking of a usalm, I rode forward as if 
sure of a kindly welcome. An elderly 
Boer, with a kindly face, met me at the 
door, and gave me the time of day with 
all civility, a nigger lad took hold of my 
bridle, and I swung myself out of the 
saddle just in time to receive a civi' 
greeting from the farmer's wife, healthy, 
wholesome, substantial, well fed and 
well clothed.

English as well as 1 could, and before I 
bad been there twenty seconds I had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that I should 
never get a better chance to study the 
language of the people of our foes, and 
determined to sacrifice myself upon the 
flinty shrine of duty.

Her mouth was 
perfi'ct,uot one of those sepulchres which 
disfigure some feminine faces, not child- 
ishly small like a bud bursting into a 
bloom, but a strong, true mouth, large 
enough for a prayer to slip through, but 
not big enough to swear with.

Pne night wm> a beautiful one, so, light- 
ing a cig-ir, I rambled down toward the 
itiaiter-oi' a mile long avenue ot orange 
uees. H »vas to be my last visit, lor our 
lor our troops were on the move at dawn. 
As I sauntered forwatd I heard the rus- 
de of a woman's skirts amid the bushes 
on my ngnt, dud, loukiug ,n tt.at date- 
uon, I saw tiie navy blue dress and the 
red gold hair of the girl who had been 
teaching me Dutch. I had not many
